Our spring garden should be 
planted immediately after Christ- 
mas and it is now time for a good 
farmer to break up and fertilize 
his garden. I suggest that you 
have your garden sub-soiled this 
week. Then after it rains you 
should break it again but the last 
time should be with a turning plow 
and should be broken so as to lay 
off the rows. It is never advisable 
te break a garden and plant it at 
the same time. Your land should 
be prepared at least ten days be- 
fore planting. I suggest that you 
plow up your garden and put out 
the fertilizer before Christmas and 
then plant on the first warm day 
after Christmas. 

In planting your early garden be 


down in a deep furrow as heavy 
rains will pack the dirt arounfi the 
seeds and tend to choke the plants 
Your young plants need the 
warmth from the ground but if it 
happens to be rainy your garden 
will not do well if the young plants 
are down in a deep water furrow. 
It is not best to have your plants 
on top of a high bed as the cold 
wind will kill them or stunt them 
so that they will not do well. 1 
Suggest that you run the rows east 
end west across the garden, that 
you put plenty of fertilizer in the 
water furrow and that you throw 
one furrow on the fertilizer and 
be sure to turn the dirt toward 
the north. It will be necessary 
for you to drag your plow back 
from the west end of the garden 
to the east end as you must plow 
each furrow beginning at the east 
end. As you throw this furrow 
over the fertilizer you should take 
& garden rake and rake the dirt 
from the bottom of the furrow to 
the top of the bed. The soil should 
be well pulverized with this rake 
before you are ready to plant. 
Use your garden hoe in opening 
the furrows in the side of the bed 
which should be about four inches 
from the bottom of the water fur- 
row and which will put your plants 
directly over the fertilizer. After 
you have sown your seeds in this 
furrow rake over the furrow again 
and rake toward the top of the 
bed and your seed will sprout 
without the soil being packed on 
the seed. About one-third of your 
garden space should be prepared 
and everything ready for planting 
immediately after Christmas. If 
you do not have the seed on hand 
you should buy or order them at 
once. I suggest that you plant 
garden peas, beets, carrots, tur- 
nips, radishes, tender greens, cab- 
bages and lettuce. I shall try to 
remember in my article next week 
to give you details as to the sow- 
ing and covering of the seeds. I
